The son of a

gubernatorial candidate, Colonel Jos. 
L. Stephens, and the nam esake of 
a 
famous 
Missouri 
senator, 
George 
G raham Vest, he was destined to be­ 
come a leader in politicis and to gain 
high distinction. 
He w as born in Boonville, Decem­ 
ber 21, 1858, and was reared in th at 
city. 
He attended the public schools 
of Boonville, K em per Fam ily School 
Cooper Institute, and studied law 
in 
W ashington and I>ee U niversity, 
at 
Lexington, 
Virginia. 
E arly in 
life 
he became interested in 
journalism 
and in 1879 became 
editor 
of 
the 
Boonville Advertiser. 
Of his editor­ 
ship the late William Marion 
Reedy 
said: 
“ In brief time the A dvertiser 
awakened Boonville and Missouri 
to 
the fact th a t there was a man behind 
it—a man who had som ething to say, 
was 
not afraid 
to say it, and knew 
how best to say it 
so th a t it 
m ight 
stick in the minds of the readers 
He retained his interest in the A d­ 
vertiser and also became bookkeeper 
in the 
C entral 
National 
Bank 
in 
Boonville, form erly his fa th e r’s bank. 
Subsequently he rose to the position 
of cashier and 
th er/ vice-president, 
and was serving in this la tte r capaci­ 
ty in 1887 when the

To the Voters of Sikeston: 


You are being called upon to" approve a change in the form of our City government 
from the present form, which has been in force ever since Sikeston was incorporated, and 
which is the form of government under which practically every city of the State of Mis­ 
souri and elsewhere is being governed, to try something new, about which most of us 
know nothing. Unless the voter is convinced that the proposed change to a Commission 
Form of Government holds for him advantages over the present Aldermanic Form, 
prudence good judgment dictate that this radical and revolutionary change be defeated. 
Some of the reasons why the Commission Form of Government should be defeated 
are: 
1. The present form, although possessing faults as does every other form of gov­ 
ernment, is the form under which practically every city in this State and in the United 
States is governed, and has been tried for 125 years, and is the result of accumulated wis­ 
dom of the people; whereas, the proposed form of government is new, practically untried, 
is in force in but few cities in the whole United States, and is better adapted for the gov­ 
ernment of large cities than for small ones the size of Sikeston. 
2. The Commission Form of Government would not be cheaper: — 
(a) 
The advocates of the Commission Form of Government do not pro­ 
pose to eliminate any salaried officers, but on the other hand intend to replace 
the Mayor and eight eouncilmen, who receive little or no compensation at the 
present time and, therefore, cost the taxpayers practically nothing for their 
services, with highly paid Commissioners, consisting of a Mayor and two Coun- 
cilmen, who would be paid according to the statement of those advocating the 
change, a total of $3300.00, which amount would be an additional burden for the 
taxpayers of the City, without saving any other salaries or cutting out any jobs. 
(b) 
There would he the expense of two elections every time the officers are 
elected, because the Commission Form of Government requires a primary, as 
well as a general election. 
(c) 
Every time a part of the voters became dissatisfied with the Mayor or 
Council, 25 per cent of the voters could demand a special election to remove said 
officers. Every such special election would lie a useless waste of money, and can 
he saved under the present form of government. 
(d) 
Every time the Council under a Commission Form of Government 
passes an ordinance, which does not suit a small percentage of the people, they 
could hold up the ordinance, and demand a special election to enable the voters 
to approve or disapprove the proposed ordinance. 
This is a useless w'aste of 
money. 
(e) 
If a portion of the voters want a certain ordinance such as an ordi­ 
nance in favor of Sunday picture shows, or an ordinance prohibiting Sunda.\ 
baseball, all that would have to be done would he circulate a petition, which 
would have to he signed by a small percentage of the voters, and the Council 
would thereupon have to call a special election. This costs money, which could 
he saved under the present form of government. 
(f) 
When an ordinance is once adopted by the voters of the city, it cannot 
be repealed by the Council, but has to be repeale dby another vote of the people. 
T h is a lso costs money, which can be saved under the present form of govern­ 
ment. 
(g) 
Under the present form of government the voters know just exactly 
what salary every officer is going to receive when he voted for, but under the pro­ 
posed form, the Commissioners, consisting of the Mayor and two Councilmen are 
not limited as to salary they pay either themselves or any of the employees, and 
these salaries can be raised at will in a city the size of Sikeston. Mr. Tax Payer, 
do you wrant to give this power to three men? (See Laws 1925 page 30(i and Sec­ 
tion 8382 R. S. 1919). 
(h) 
T h ey tell u s taxes will not be raised under the Commission Form of 
Government, because the rate is now as high as the State law will permit. It is 
tr u e , the rate is as high, but raising the rate on taxes is not the only way to in­ 
crease taxes. Property assessments can be raised, and in that way the taxes in­ 
creased, and if taxes are increased in this way, in order to raise additional City 
revenue, it means that the assessments are also raised. We have to pay State 
and County taxes. Taxes can also be raised by taking in additional territory 
just as Cape Girardeau did under the Commission Form of Government when 
they took in Smelterville and the Marquette Cement Works, and such as Sikes­ 
ton did when they took in a bunch of farm land, in order to increase taxes. 


2. The Commission advocates point to Cape Girardeau as the acme of ^perfection. 
They do not tell us, however, that in 1917 under the Aldermanic Form of Government 
their taxes totaled $24,352.00, or at the rate of $2.45 per capita for each man, woman and 
child in the city; whereas, in 1927 under the present Commission Form ot Government 
the taxes total' $85,726.00 or $4.81 per capita for each man, woman and child in the city. 


3. Officers under the Commission Form of Government will be no more efficient 
than are officers under our present form for:— 
(a) 
T h e s a m e voters would select the Mayor and Councilmen under the 
Commission Form of Government as select the officers undei the ptesent foim, 
and this proposed change of government will not make them any smarter m 
picking out good officers. 
(b) 
U n d e r th e present form of government busy men are willing to con­ 
tribute a small portion of their time in assisting in governing the city, and are 
willing to serve on th e City Council, but who cannot afford to give all their time 
as would be required under the proposed Commission Form of Government. 
(c) 
At the present time the City has the benefit of the judgment of eight 
Councilmen and one Mayor and nine heads are more apt to arrive at the piopei 
conclusion, and to exercise better judgment than are thiee men. 
(d) 
Under the present form of government a City officer knows that he 
will get to serve two years, it he behaves himself, but under the proposed foim 
of government an efficient employee holding a good job will not accept a City po­ 
sition, because he may lose the same whenever the Commissioners get ready to 
fire him for any reason or for no reason. 
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(e) 
The av erage b ig b u siness corporation, and that is all a City gov ern­ 
ment is, is not gov erned b y the three principal officers alone, as wou ld b e tru e in 
the case of the Commission Form of Gov ernment, b u t these officers hav e the v al­ 
u ab le assistance and adv ice of a Board of Directors. Under the present form of 
gov ernment, we hav e a Board of Directors i nthe ofrm of a City Cou ncil of eight 
memb ers, b u t u nder the proposed form there wou ld b e no one to check, adv ise or 
restrain the gov erning officers. 
; 
4. The proposed Commission Form of Gov ernment wou ld inject politics into the 
City Gov ernment, b ecau se of the institu tion of the primary , as it is an inv itation for the 
Democrats to nominate a ticket and for the Repu b licans to nominate a ticket. Fortu ­ 
nately , the welfare of the City , politics so far hav e b een kept ou t of City and school af­ 
fairs, and we b eliev e it is u nwise to emb roil the city in political tu rmoil b y this proposed 
rev olu tionary change. 
5. 
Under the present form of gov ernment, the v oters hav e a direct v oice in the elec­ 
tion of all of their officers and can say who they want for City Collector, City Marshal and 
Police Ju dge and for all the other officers, b u t u nder the proposed Commission Form of 
Gov ernment they wou ld hav e nothing whatev er to say ab ou t who these officers shou ld b e. 
At the present time, the u nfortu nate trend is for the v oter not to paricipate in pu b lic af­ 
fairs, and ab ou t the only part of the gov ernment in which he has heretofore actu ally 
participated, is in the election of his local officers. To depriv e him of his right 
prac­ 
tically destroy all interest he has in pu b lic affairs To do so is a pu b lic menace',"^s one of 
the chief ev ils recognized b y all thou ghtfu l men and women at this time is the deplorab le 
indifference of the v oters as to the condu ct of pu b lic affairs. 
In conclu sion, Mr. Voter, play safe, do not b e misled, b u t v ote against the proposed 
scheme, and when y ou go to the b allot b ox scratch “Yes" and v ote “No” on the proposed 
change.

the Mississippi, where an elevation of 
only 225 
feet 
is found. 
Cottonwood 
Point, not far above, is only 229 feet 
above sea level and is probably 
the 
lowest town or village in the state. 
Several peaks in St. Francois 
and 
Iron counties approxim ate the height 
of Taum Sauk, where the Ozark pla­ 
teau reaches its 
g rea test 
elevation. 
Cedar Cap, in the southw est part, not 
far from Springfield, is probably the 
highest point tranversed by any rail 
way, being 1675 feet above sea level.

You are being called upon to approve a change in the form of our City government 
from the present form, which has been in force ever since Sikeston was incorporated, and 
which is the form of government under which practically every city of the State of Mis­ 
souri and elsewhere is being governed, to try something new, about which most of us 
know nothing. Unless the voter is convinced that the proposed change to a Commission 
Form of Government holds for him advantages over the present Aldermanic Form, 
prudence good judgment dictate that this radical and revolutionary change be defeated. 
Some of the reasons why the Commission Form of Government should be defeated 
are: 
1. The present form, although possessing faults as does every other form of gov­ 
ernment, is the form under which practically every city in this State and in the United 
States is governed, and has been tried for 125 years, and is the result of accumulated wis­ 
dom of the people; whereas, the proposed form of government is new, practically untried, 
is in force in but few cities in the whole United States, and is better adapted for the gov­ 
ernment of large cities than for small ones the size of Sikeston. 
2. The Commission Form of Government would not be cheaper: — 
(a) 
The advocates of the Commission Form of Government do not pro­ 
pose to eliminate any salaried officers, but on the other hand intend to replace 
the Mayor and eight councilmen, who receive little or no compensation at the 
present time and, therefore, cost the taxpayers practically nothing for their 
services, with highly paid Commissioners, consisting of a Mayor and two Coun­ 
cilmen, who would be paid according to the statement of those advocating the 
change, a total of $3300.00, which amount would be an additional burden for the 
taxpayers of the City, without saving any other salaries or cutting out any jobs. 
(b) 
There would be the expense of two elections every’ time the officers are 
elected, because the Commission Form of Government requires a primary, as 
well as a general election. 
(c) 
Every time a part of the voters became dissatisfied with the Mayor or 
Council, 25 per cent of the voters could demand a special election to remove said 
officers. Every such special election would be a useless waste of money, and can 
be saved under the present form of government. 
(d) 
Every time the Council under a Commission Form of Government 
passes an ordinance, which does not Suit a small percentage of the people, they 
could hold up the ordinance, and demand a special election to enable the voters 
to approve or disapprove the proposed ordinance. 
This is a useless waste of 
money. 
(e) 
If a portion of the voters want a certain ordinance such as an ordi­ 
nance in favor of Sunday picture shows, or an ordinance prohibiting Sunday 
baseball, all that would have to be done would be circulate a petition, which 
would have to be signed by a small percentage of the voters, and the Council 
would thereupon have to call a special election. This costs money, which could 
be saved under the present form of government. 
(f) 
When an ordinance is once adopted by the voters of the city, it cannot 
be repealed by the Council, but has to be repeale dby another vote of the people. 
This also costs money, which can be saved under the present form of govern­ 
ment. 
(g) 
Under the present form of government the voters know just exactly 
what salary every officer is going to receive when lie voted for, but under the pro­ 
posed form, the Commissioners, consisting of the Mayor and two Councilmen are 
not limited as to salary they pay either themselves or any of the employees, and 
these salaries can lie raised at will in a city the size of Sikeston. Mr. Tax Payer, 
do you want to give tiiis power to three men? (See Laws 1925 page 306 and Sec­ 
tion 8382 R. S. 1919). 
(h) 
They tell us taxes will not be raised under the Commission Form of 
Government, because the rate is now as high as the State law will permit. It is 
true, the rate is as high, but raising the rate on taxes is not the only way to in­ 
crease taxes. Property assessments can be raised, and in that way the taxes in­ 
creased, and if taxes are increased in this way, in order to raise additional City 
revenue, it means that the assessments are also raised. We have to pay State 
and County taxes. Taxes can also be raised by taking in additional territory 
just as Cape Girardeau did under the Commission Form of Government when 
they took in Smelterville and the Marquette Cement Works, and such as Sikes­ 
ton did when they took in a bunch of farm land, in order to increase taxes. 


2. The Commission advocates point to Cape Girardeau as the acme of perfection. 
They do not tell us, however, that in 1917 under the Aldermanic Form of Government 
their taxes totaled $24,352.00, or at the rate of $2.45 per capita for each man, woman and 
child in the city; whereas, in 1927 under the present Commission Form of Government 
the taxes total $85,726.00 or $4.81 per capita for each man, woman and child in the city. 


3. Officers under the Commission Form of Government will be no more efficient 
than are officers under our present form for:— 
(a) 
The same voters would select the Mayor and Councilmen under the 
Commission Form of Government as select the officers under the present form, 
and this proposed change of government will not make them any smarter in 
picking out good officers. 
(b) 
Under the present form of government busy men are willing to con­ 
tribute a small portion of their time in assisting in governing the city, and are 
willing to serve on the City Council, but who cannot afford to give all their time 
as would be required under the proposed Commission Form of Government. 
(c) 
At the present time the City has the benefit of the judgment of eight 
Councilmen and one Mayor and nine heads are more apt to arrive at the proper 
conclusion, and to exercise better judgment than are three men. 
(d) 
Under the present form of government a City officer knows that he 
will get to serve two years, if he behaves himself, but under the proposed form 
of government an efficient employee holding a good job will not accept a City po­ 
sition, because he may lose the same whenever the Commissioners get ready to 
fire him for any reason or for no reason. 
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(e) 
The average big business corporation, and that is all a City govern­ 
ment is, is not governed by the three principal officers alone, as would be true in 
the case of the Commission Form of Government, but these officers have the val­ 
uable assistance and advice of a Board of Directors. Under the present form of 
government, we have a Board of Directors i nthe ofrm of a City Council of eight 
members, but under the proposed form there would be no one to check, advise or 
restrain the governing officers. 
; 
4. The proposed Commission Form of Government would inject politics into the 
City Government, because of the institution of the primary, as it is an invitation for the 
Democrats to nominate a ticket and for the Republicans to nominate a ticket. Fortu­ 
nately, the welfare of the City, politics so far have been kept out of City and school af­ 
fairs, and we believe it is unwise to embroil the city in political turmoil by this proposed 
revolutionary change. 
Under the present form of government, the voters have a direct voice in the elec­ 
tion of all of their officers and can say who they want for City Collector, City Marshal and 
Police Judge and for all the other officers, but under the proposed Commission Form of 
Government they would have nothing whatever to say about who these officers should be. 
At the present time, the unfortunate trend is for the voter not to paricipate in public af­ 
fairs, and about the only part of the government in which he has heretofore actually 
participated, is in the election of his local officers. To deprive him of his right 5«/to prac­ 
tically destroy all interest he has in public affairs To do so is a public menacerlis one of 
the chief evils recognized by all thoughtful men and women at this time is the deplorable 
indifference of the voters as to the conduct of public affairs. 
In conclusion, Mr. Voter, play safe, do not be misled, but vote against the proposed 
scheme, and when you go to the ballot box scratch “Yes” and vote “No” on the proposed 
change.

er alm ost the whole 
of 
the 
United 
States in recent years. 
The 
lowest 
point is in the 
southeast 
corner 
of 
Pem iscot county, along the shore 
of 
the M ississippi, where an elevation of 
only 225 
feet 
is found. 
Cottonwood 
Point, not far above, is only 22b feet 
above sea level and is probably 
the 
lowest town or village in the state. 
Several peaks in St. Francois 
and 
Iron counties approximate the height 
of Taum Sauk, where the Ozark pla­ 
teau reaches its 
greatest 
elevation. 
Cedar Cap, in the southw est part, not 
far from Springfield, is probably the 
highest point tranversed by a n y rail 
Way, being 1675 feet above sea level.
